F pr this volume of The Athena , I 
wanted to capture the charisma 
and personalities of the two people 
whom I feel are the most influential 
people on campus - Vice President 
Lombardi and Dean of Students Hall- 
Jones.

opportunities for Jenny and Ryan to find 
their true calling. 

When asked about their social media 
presence they both agreed that Twitter 
is the platform of choice. Jenny likes 
Twitter because she can “keep a finger 
on the pulse of [Ohio University].” Ryan 
and Jenny feel that it is important to be 
oneself in the land of social media and 
connectivity. “Be yourself, do it yourself, 
be authentic,” exclaimed Jenny. 

During our conversation, I told the 
pair that if in some alternate universe I 
were interviewing them for a job that I 
would hire them on the spot.

O HIO Volleyball: a national 
team ranking, MAC coach of 
the year and just the eighth 
volleyball team in OHIO history to 
take home a MAC title. The Ohio 
University Womens Volleyball team 
made a national impact this season with 
a strong start and one of the best finishes 
in program history. The ‘Cats began 
their season by winning the Oregon 
Classic with 3-0 victories over Bryant, 
EWU and No. 8 Oregon, and continued 
to dominate throughout the season. 



In OHIOs home 
opener, the ‘Cats beat 
Cincinnati 3-0. 
After falling to 
No. 24 North 
Carolina in 
five sets, the 
team entered 
a winning 


streak that would set them up for 
success in the Michigan Invitational. 
The team entered the Invitational, thus 
finishing non-conference play, with a 
No. 24 national ranking. This ranking 
marked the first time since 2007 that 
the ‘Cats have appeared in AVCA Poll. 
After defeating Maryland and Marshall 
in the tournament, OHIO fell to No. 
10 Michigan in five sets. Despite this 
loss, Ohio moved up in the AVCA poll, 
coming in with a No. 20 ranking. 

The team opened MAC play with a 
3-1 win against Buffalo and went on 
to defeat Miami and Bowling Green 
before moving up to the No. 18 national 
ranking with a record of 14-2 and 4-0 
in the MAC. After continuing MAC 
play with matches against program 
rivals, OHIO clinched their 11th- 
straight MAC East title with a 3-2 
win over Miami. The team went on to 


beat Kent State and Central Michigan 
University to gain the No. 1 seed going 
into the MAC tournament and the 
title of MAC Champions, marking the 
eighth time in program history that the 
team took home this honor. OHIO 
entered as the top seeded team in the 
MAC tournament with a record of 24-4 
where they began play against Kent 
State. After beating Kent 3-0, the team 
went on to win the tournament after 
defeating Northern Illinois in the semi¬ 
finals and Eastern Michigan University 
in the championship game. 

The ‘Cats entered the NCAA 
tournament for the first time since 2010 
and for the ninth time in program history. 
The team opened the tournament with 
a game against No. 20 Michigan State. 
Unfortunately, an outstanding season 
came to an end, when OHIO fell to the 
Spartans in straight sets.
